“Watchman what of the night?” The 
watchman said, “The morning cometh, 
and also the night.” Isa. 21: 11: 12. 

This Scripture we have from the 
Prophet Isaiah is one of vital impor- 
tance to us to-day who are living in 
a time when it seems as though the 
awful night of delusion, heresy, mod- 
ernism and infidelity is hovering over 
the world. 

In ancient times cities were built, 
and around these cities great high 
walls were built to protect the inhabi- 
tants from the bands of murderers, 
thieves, and hostile tribes who were 
almost constantly at war with each 
other. Most of us call to mind now 
the walls of Jerusalem, Jericho and 
other cities spoken of in the Scripture. 
Upon these walls watchman were 
placed at a certain appointed place 
to watch and warn the inhabitants 
of the city of approaching danger, or 
trouble.

The parent would pos- 
sibly send them to pick up some chips 
or light wood for the fire, and instead 
they would take hold on the biggest 
timber on the yard and in their ef- 
fort to do something great, would 
drop the timber on their toes, then 
what a time of weeping and _ self- 
sympathizing there would be! 

Sometimes folks get lazy, trifling, 
they can’t find anything to do.

If 
we could raise the money to purchase an acreage for the boys, 
and turn their home over to the girls and small children it cer- 
tainly would be the thing to do.

We paid off a mort- 
gage last year on the orphanage property, and we have an- 
other one on one of the houses but the parties who are lending 
the money are not pushing us for it. We have a 16 acre tract 
that was purchased for the orphans for which we owe, but 
we are expecting to sell that for a profit in the near future.

One church agreed to give $1.00 per member. We thought this 
would be a little too much to ask the people for at this time 
as we will be compelled to put on another $1.00 drive the first

friends would like to donate enough to make a payment on an 
acreage to be used as an industrial farm for our orphanage 
boys. We have several boys ranging from 12 to 16 years that 
must be employed. There is nothing in the city for them. to 
do and they are growing up in idleness, and we must put them 
to work. To put them on the farm would solve the problem.
